The Fare That Uncle Sam Serves 
to His Bluejackets. 

COSTS THIRTY CENTS A DAY. 



Th* Food It Good. Plenty and Varied 
and Better Than Many Civiliana Oat. 



Maaaaa— Tha Paymaeter'e Work. 

How many housewives would like 
to have to cater for a family for 30 
cent* a head a day? That's exactly 
the sum It costs Uncle Sam, and he 
baa something like 30,000 bluejacketa 
to feed at his man-of-war table. 

Even on ordinary days a sailor sits 
down to a fare no civilian need sniff 
■t, says the Home Magazine. Eggs, 
boiled potatoes, bread and butter and 
coffee form his breakfast one morn- 
ing. Perhaps the next he has sau- 
sages and corn bread. 

Roast veal with gravy, boiled pota- 
toes, succotash, bread and butter, gin- 
gerbread and coffee Is an ordinary din- 
ner menu, while fried pork chops, 
bread and butter, apple sauce and tea 
It the bill of fare submitted by the 
•teward to the paymaster for the same 
day's evening meal. 

That the fare agrees with him Is at- 
tested by his hospital record. Seldom 
more than five to ten men are sick at 
a time from the ship's crew of 850. 

Not all the seamen are brought up 
near the sea. Many of them are In- 
land boys who run away from homo 
for the life on the brine. The books 
Of the Virginia, for Instance, bear this 
OOt with a record that of the 850 sali- 
or» 600 have enlisted from states as 
far inland as Idaho and Wisconsin. 

Every minute of the day aboard ship 
la lived according to rule. At 5:30 
o'clock in the morning the sailor Is 
aroused by the call of three bells. 
Thirty minutes Is allowed him for 
lashing his hammock, etc. After that 
be is allowed to take It down only by 
■peclal permission. There is no sneak- 
ing it off for seductive little naps in 
the day. 

His breakfast Is served at 0:30 
o'clock, five t>ell8. Twelve seamen 
mess at one table, one of their own 
number receiving an extra stipend of 
t6 monthly from Uncle Sam for wait- 
bag on bis comrades. 

This assignment Is now generally 
made In rotation. Jack turs have l>eeu 
known to come to blows in their zeal 
to secure It. Then, again, when sta- 
tioned In warmer climes It was not 
easy to tind men willing to officiate. 
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e chief petty 
for those In rank below 
the midshipmen; sixth, the warrant 
officers' mess, who, by pull, special 
ability or act of prowess, have raised 
themselves from the enlisted ranks, 
seventh and last, but not least, the 
general or mess table where the lusty 
■ppetttM of the rank and file are as 



Uncle 8am's officers want the fat 
of the land and supply It from their 
own purses.

cers' mess is provided at a cost to 
each officer of $30 a month. Even a 
colored chef Is retained. 

His souffles and his salads are trua 
works of art. The key of the wine 
clfest he guards with Jealous care. But 
all this Is a matter of reckoning be- 
tween blm and the officers. Uncle Sam 
enters not at all. 

Uucle Sam's head housekeeper, the 
paymaster, Indeed, has quite enough on 
his mind trying to keep nearly a thou- 
sand lusty men satisfied with their 
grub and at the same time keep his 
bills down to the satisfaction of the 
navy department auditor at Washing- 
ton. It Is DO light undertaking. 

The paymaster In truth must be a 
man of rare parts and Is rightly es- 
teemed one of the ablest and most hon- 
ored officers in the service. Take the 
qualities needed to make a successful 
hotel mnu, add to them those to make 
the popular leader, throw in Intense 
pride and loynlty to the service, sea- 
soned with untiring zeal for the Inter- 
ests of his men, and you get the kind 
of mixture Uncle Sam tins to find be- 
fore he appoints his paymaster.

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THE OYSTERMAN. 

Hia Work li Hard, and tha Returns 
Ara Oftan Meager. 

The life of an oystermsn Is by no 
means nn easy one. At the first sign 
of dnwu In all kinds of weather except 
when the river Is frozen the oystermao 
leaves his home and If the breeze Is 
fair sails to the oyster grounds. If not 
he rows the six or eight miles to bis 
working grounds. Arriving there, he 
drops his anchor and puts bis tongs 



All day long he manipulates thetn 
with vsrylng results. Sometimes he 
flnds a particularly good bed. and the 
tongs will bring up oysters ench time 
they are put overboard, but more often 
there are more stones and shells lu the 
tongs than there are good oysters, ami 
the day's work Is poor.

BALLOONING. 

With an Experienced Pilot In Charge 
It Is Not Dangerous. 

The uninitiated nre prone to look up- 
on Ihe balloon ns a sort of country 
fair a ttr a ct ion, whose principal Inter- 
est lies In the risk the aeronaut tak •* 
This is a mistake. 

Like the automobile, the balloon re- 
quires uu experienced pilot, and when 
MKM a one Is lu charge serious or fatal 
accidents arc never recorded. Most 
balloon clubs require all ascensions to 
be made under a regularly licensed 
pilot who receives his certificate from 
the club only nfter having demon- 
strated his fitness. The pilot who Is 
willing to go up only In fnvornble 
weather and to come down at the 
proper time need never endanger lives. 
He knows he has only to open the 
valve and he can descend. He has only 
to throw out a handful of sand, and 
u prevent his balloon from com- 
ing down or can send It up When he 
is rendy to land he picks out a favor- 
ablu spot ahead of him, lets bis bal- 
loon come gradually down near the 
ground, cuts loose the anchor which 
stops his progress, then opens the 
valve again if necessnry. When the 
car touches the ground he tears out 
the rlpplns strip, nnd the balloon 
stretches out on the ground, a flat and 
empty bag.-F. P. Lahm, U. 8.

have supported the movement fioai the 
improvement of tbe Ohio and other 
rivers. 

In this connection, however, it is to 
be regrttted that one ot tbe oldest and 
most important of Louisville's steam 
boat lines has been forced into the 
hands of a receiver for waut of patron- 
age by these same shippers. That com- 
pany had been operating steamboats on 
the Ohio river between Louisville and 
Evansville for nearly fifty years, and up 
to a few vears ago was practically the 
only medium by which Louisville mer- 
chants could reacn their customers be- 
tween the city of Louisville and Evans- 
ville, during all of this time the life of 
not a single passenger being lost by this 
company. 

Now, would it not be a good idea to 
give these boats enough business to 
sustain them, as river transportation is 
the best rate regulator this country can 
have, and during tbe recent muchtalked 
of congrestion of freight has been quite 
a factor in relieving the situation? We 
have had uninterrupted navigation for 
the past three years, and yet Louisville 
merchants, by not shipping by the river 
have caused the steamboat line between 
Louisville and Evansville practically 
to go to the wall. 

The territory between Louisville and 
Evansville, about two hundred miles is 
one of the moat fertile in the whole
